The closest we have ever come to 
such a conference, was in May of 
1958 when, as president of the 
National Newspaper Publishers 
Association, | convened a con- 
ference in Washington, D.C. It was 
called: “A Summit Meeting of Negro 
Leaders.” 

From program, meeting format and 
diversity of interest of participants, it 
related rather closely to President 
Carter’s conference. Its findings are 
still relevant and basic to our civil 
rights fight today as they were in 
1958. 

One of the biggest problems the 
Negro in the United States faces 
today, is one of communication. The 
lack of this, means figuratively that 
our right hand knows not what the 
left hand is doing. Important, basic 
information is not properly shared. 
Therefore, intelligent planning is not 
available and, mistakes of one group 
are compounded by another. 

We are already receding from the 


“highwater- mark of cohesiveness - 


achieved during the Martin Luther 
King crusades. With a little in- 
tegration achieved, we think the civil 
rights war is won, therefore, we are 
letting our guards down and, our 
enemies are taking due notice. 

I-came away from the White House 
Conference with the sincere belief 
that the Carter administration is 
serious about doing something about 
the problems of the Negro. The un- 
fortunate situation is, that the Negro 
is not united enough to delineate his 
problems to the point where they can 
be properly targeted. 

In this chaotic, confused and 
divided world we-ive_in_today,_only 
those who are informed and prepared 
are being heard and given attention. 
Every racial group, business and 
professional organization is so busily 
concerned with their own survival 
problems that they have little or no 
inclination to let somé other group 
coattail their problems onto theirs. 

Frederick Douglass summed it up 
when he said: “Power concedes 
nothing without a struggle.

RHETORIC AND . 
ACTION ON JOBS 


The Administration’s response to high unem: 
ployment is a mixture of rhetoric and action, with the 
words being stronger than the deeds. Despite high. 
sounding ,talk about the need for full employment, 
some recent Administration actions are bound to wor- 
sen the job picture for blacks and other minorities. 
—In—his-State-of_the-Union Address, the President 
spoke clear and loud in favor of full employment. 
~"Job opportunity — the chance to earn a decent living 
~ is also a basic human right which we cannot and 
will not ignore,” he said. 

It's good to -have that kind of ringing declaratidn. 
I've often said that jobs are a fundamental human 
right and while there’s been dissent about that con- 
cept, it's good to have the President of the United 
States enunciate it in no uncertain terms. 

What then, are we to make of the various elements 
in the tax message and the budget he sent to 
Congress just days after the State of the Union 
speech? Sadly, they contain. some features that are 
bound to hurt the unemployed. 

The Administration is proposing a freeze on public 
service employment slots. it wants to keep them at the 
750,000 level, although well over ten times that num- 
ber are out of work today. 

.....Public service employment programs are the fastest 
and cheapest way to get people to work: The 
Congressional Budget Office estimates the net cost of 
a job in the public service program after two years is 
less than $3,500. The net cost of jobs generated by 
stimulative tax cuts is in the $20,000 range. 

In other words, it takes less mone, to create more 
jobs through the public service route. So what does 
the Administration propose? A whopping $25 billion 
tax cut and a freeze on pubiic service jobs! 

The tax proposal contains a sleeper that could drive 
unemployment rates higher for already distressed 
regions. It wants to extend the investment tax credit 
to new construction. i 

Industry already gets tax benefits from investments 
in new machinery, even where that-results in less 


need for workers.. Now it will tax benefits for 
buliding new plants. On the su that sounds all 
right. Encouraging industry to expand creates. more 


But many industries with old plants in the East and 
Midwest are moving - to __other_.regions, 
resulting in job losses in older cities. Now, ‘with 
federal incentives: to build sparklin 
plants, there may be a rush to acce 1 - 
ment of their old plants and move to the sunbelt. 

How does this square with the effort to cut unem- 
ployment? it doesn't. If the Administration is realty 
concerned with balanced economic growth, with

or in high unemployment. areas. 

The budget for fiscal year 1979 does include some 
helpful items — expanded youth job programs and

A fresh spurt in black 
suicide is prompting 
growing concern in the 
medical and social 
profession. Although black 
suicides have increased in 
all age groups, they have 
risen more significantly 
among young urban blacks 
in northern areas of the 
United States. It has been 
reported also that the black 
Suicide rate is now higher 
than it has been in fifty 
years. 

Moreover, the suicide rate 
of young black women has 
risen more than eighty per- 
cent (80%) in the past 
twenty years. The decision 
to write about black suicide 
was influenced primarily by 
the fact that so little is 
known of the phenomenon. 

Also, exploratory reading 
suggesting that young black 
people are taking their lives 
at an early age encouraged 
the writer to seek a 
theoretical understanding of 
why this is occurring. The 
literature on black suicide 
indicates that other forms of 
self-destruction used by 
young blacks are homicides, 
overdoses of heroin and bar- 
bituates, alcoholism and 
suicide by victim- 
precipitated homicide. 

The last phenomenon sim- 
Ply means that a person 
brings about his own demise 
indirectly by provoking 
another person to destory 
him. Suicide along with 
deaths resulting from the 
other modes of self-destruc- 
tion results in a tremendous

distorted notions in the 
literature which have hada 
great deal of-impact-on the 
thinking of the general 
public and particularly 
black people will also be 
discussed.

women, who have always 
been depicted as being

“There Will also be a brief 
discussion on the effec- 
tiveness of such centers in 
decreasing the suicide rate. 

Finally, the efforts which 
social workers, mental 
health professionals and 
others interested in preser- 
ving life should make in or- 
der, to prevent young people 
from wanting to take their 
lives will be identified and 
highlighted. 

The theoretical and con- 
ceptual discussion of suicide 
by blacks will be based on 
what the author has gleaned 
from various books, jour- 


nals, articles and responses _ 


to: queries received from 
various authors and leaders 
in the field of human ser- 
vices. 

Until recently, the overall 
suicide rate in the United 
States has varied little since 
1900 with the average annual 
rate approximating 11 
suicides per 100,000.

The first section of the 
following discussion will 
focus on information regar- 
ding suicide. In the second 
section, a perspective con- 
cerning the literature on the 
phenomenon of black. suicide 
willbe presented. Two 
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the last few years, it has 
grown to 12.8 in 100,000.. The 
nationwide suicide rate for 
the black population has 
always been low when com- 
pared to the white race, but 
it has grown significantly 
among young blacks in nor- 


thern urban areas. 

At the present time, the 
rate for white suicide 
nationally is 11.3-with the 
black rate at 4.6 per 100,000. 
Dr. James P. Comer, 
associate professor of 
psychiatry at Yale Univer- 
sity, has provided the most 
recent and accurate 
statistical information 
regarding suicides among 
both blacks and whites. 

According to Dr. Comer, 
in 1969, suicide was the third 
death (behind accidents and 
homicide) for black males 
between the ages of 15 and 
24, at a rate of.10 per 100,000. 

For white mates in the 
same age group, the rate 
was 12.6 per 100,000, the 
second leading cause of 
death. ‘’Suicide among black 
females in the 15 to 24 age 
group,’’ states Dr. Comer, 


““was the sixth leading cause ~ 


of death, at a rate of 4 per 
100,000.’’ 

He further notes that it 
was the third leading cause 
of death for white women in 
the same age group, ata 
rate of 3.8 per 100,000. 

This method of self- 
destruction was the eighth 
jeading cause of death for 
black males between the 
ages of 25 and 34, at a rate of 
16.8 per 100,000. Black 
suicide, for this group, 
however, did not rank in the 
top ten causes of death for 
black women. 

The rate of suicide for 
blacks, according to this 
Psychiatrist, dropped 
gradually after they reached 
age 34, with only a slight in- 
crease for black men bet- 
ween the ages of 54 and 84. 
The suiciderate declined for 
white women in the 45 to 54 
age category, while the rate 
for white males increased as 
they got older.

suicide prevention workers 
declare that if all self-inflic- 
ted deaths were listed, 
suicide would rank fourth or 
fifth on the fist. 

Authorities maintain that 
there are many suicides that 
are unrecorded. They point 
out that many self-directed 
deaths are reported as at- 
tributed to other causes, 
Particularly in situations in- 
volving religious or social 
stigmas. 


The most recent Gallup 
Poll concerning whether it 
was morally wrong for a 
person to commit suicide in- 
dicated that a majority of 
the_people interviewed op- 
posed suicide on religious 
grounds. 


Death through automobile 


.accidents are almost never 


recorded as suicides.. Death 
of people who sustain serious 
injuries during an attempt to 
commit suicide and die 
weeks later of complications 
are never registered as 
Suicides. 


Cassandra Gilray,a 
suicide intervention con- 
sultant, maintains that 
many fatal heroin overdoses 
are, in fact, successful 
Suicide attempts. ’'’Many 
medical examiners,’’ Ms. 
Gilray contends, ‘‘do not 
perform ah autopsy if the 
deceased is a known ad- 
dict.’’ She suggests that

Odd Cowboy ‘flea-flicker’ breaks Broncos 


There was this popular little ditty 
some 20-30 years ago that oldtime 
singer Louie Jordan used to croon. It 
told of an unexpected visit to his 
girlfriend's house, planning to surprise 
her, only to find that “the most sur- 
prised party was me.” ; 

It wasn't exactly the same—in fact 
the situation had no semblance of 
similarity—but Dallas fullback Robert 
Newhouse had his own kind of shock 
midway through the fourth quarter of 
the Super Bowl game. 

With the outcome of the Cowboys — 
Broncos contest still in doubt, quarter- 
back Roger Staubach entered the 
huddle and said: 

“Brown right, opposite shift, toss 38, 
halfback lead, fullback pass to wide.” 

“That's one of our shorter calls,” said 
wide receiver Golden Richards. 

“tl was shocked,” said fullback 
Newhouse. : 


What it all meant was that Newhouse 
was supposed to take a pitch from 
Staubach, fake a run around left end, 
and then throw deep to Richards, who 
was the only receiver out on the play. 

And it turned out to be a 29 - yard 
touchdown, the play that wrapped up 
Dallas’ 27-10 victory over Denver and 
the Cowboys’ second NFL champi- 
onship. 

“We had worked on the play often 
this week,” said Newhouse, whose 
career passing statistics now read 
2-for-2 and two touchdowns. “I thought 


we might call it earlier in the game. But 
when we did cail it | had a whole lot of 
stickum on my fingers: | had to get it off 
somehow so | just. started licking my 
fingers in the huddle. | sure S eat a lot 
of this stuff.” 


Richards was slightly surprised as 
well that the pass was called in his di- 
rection. 

Normally if we're going to throw that 
thing they will throw it to Drew Pear- 
son,” said Richards, who was one of 
several players shaken up during the 
extra-physical game. 


Most surprised party of all 
was Newhouse 


Newhouse said Cowboys’ coach — 


Tom Landry came to him before the 
game and told him to throw a few pas- 
ses in warmups. 

“| just threw’the ball in the dirt,” 
Newhouse said. “! don’t think Denver 
paid any attention to me and if they did 
they didn't see much.” 


Laundry said he was not concerned 
that Newhouse’s pre - game throwing 
would tip off the pass. 

“Anyway, if he’s gonna throw it he’s 
going to have to warm up some,” 
Landry said. 

Other than Richards’ catch, the other 
big grab for Dallas came from Butch 
Johnson — who alternates with 
Richards in bringing plays in from the 
bench. 

Johnson's fingertip oatch in the end 
zone gave Dallas a 20-3 lead midway 
through the third period.

from all literary angles, 
likening her to all the 
established stars in 
Hollywood and Broadway. 
Audiences were not disap- 
pointed when she literally 
lifted the roof off the theatre 
with the soul-rocking gospel 
oriented number ’’!t Got 
Love.’’ Likewise, she 
became the hit of that year’s 
Tony Awards when the 
ceremony’s more reserved 
guests rose to their feet, 
cheered, stamped and 
shouted for more when she 
sang ’’I Got Love’’ during 
the presentations. 

Accolades followed swif- 
tly. Besides the Tony Award, 
Melba received the New 
York Critics Award and The 
Drama Desk Award as 
‘‘Best Actress INA 
Musical.’’ 

After a year in ‘’Purlie,”’ 
Melba put together a solo act 
and toured the U.S., winning 
rave reviews wherever she 
appeared. From coast - to - 
coast, Melba sang, danced, 
clowned, and received stan- 
ding ovations both in large 
concert halls and small 
Clubs. 

During this same period, 
Melba found time for guest 
appearances with Johnny 
Carson, Merv Griffin, Ed 
Sullivan, Flip Wilson and on 
just about every 
musical/variety program on 
the TV screen. A special 
honor came when David 
Frost did one of his 90 - 
minute shows featuring 
Melba as the sole guest. 

She then went on to CBS- 
TV, co-starring in an hour- 
long variety series which 
ran in the summer session of 
1972. The critics again 
raved, which led to serious 
talk of getting her own per- 
manent TV series. She also 


added another dimension to 
her career with straight ac- 
ting roles in two 
movies—’’Pigeons,’’ and 
then the special American 
Film Theatre production of 
‘‘Lost In The Stars.” 

Buddah Records signed 
Melba to an exclusive long- 
term recordifig contract in 
October, 1974, and released 
her debut album, Peach 
Melba, which was produced 
by Gene McDaniels, in 
February of the next year. 
The record release was 
followed by a major tour of 
the concert circuit, en- 
dearing her to an even wider 
segment of the public. 

In March 1976, Metba’s 
second album, This Is It, 
met with monumental suc- 
cess. Produced by Van 
McCoy at New York City’s 
Media Sound Studios, it is an 
exciting projection of 
Melba’s astounding. talents. 
Van and Melba reunited 
later that year for the very 
successful Melba LP. 

Watching Melba ‘sing on 
Stage has been described as 
a truly memorable experien- 
ce. She has a tremendous 
power to create a variety of 
moods: she can convey 
the loneliness and waif-like 
innocence of a lost child with 
her sad, luminous eyes; or 
with the flash of her dazzling 
smite, she can recapture the 
feel of carefree youth. 

Melba opened at Washing- 
ton, D.C.’s Kennedy Center 
in a musical extravaganza, 
‘“* Timbuktu! ’ also starring 
Eartha Kitt and William 
Marshall. Geoffery Holder, 
‘The Wiz’’, himself, direc- 
ted, choreograped and desig- 
ned the costumes.

One of the highlights of Melba’s career 
came when she became the first black artist 
to be featured in a one-woman concert at the

ficial death statistics include 
citing cancer as cause of 
death when a patient has 
knowingly and willfully 
refused treatment or 
medication in an effort to 
bring his or her death 
sooner. 

Dr. Alvin F. Poussaint, 
associate professor of 
psychiatry at the Harvard 
University Medical School, 
States that as far as blacks 
are concerned,, the facts 
have been suppressed, not 
because of shame, but 
racism. He maintains that 

. white officials could care 
less about how data on black 
suicide gets collated, so they 
report the cause of @gath as 
unknown. He points out that 
this is particularly true of 
so-called accidental deaths. 

For instance, he explains: 
‘A man discovered at the 
foot of a cliff may have 
fallen or jumped to his 
death.’’ Thus, at the 
discretion of the record 
keeper, actual suicides often 
are recorded as accidental. 
Poussaint believes that if an 
official believes in the 
stereotype of the happy-go- 
lucky black, he or she is 
likely to discount suicide and 
attribute the death to ac- 
cident. 

Although recording 
procedures have been im- 
proved, one should always 
keep the impact of these 
facts in mind whenever in- 
terpreting data regarding 
causes of death, and more 
specifically, suicide. 

Finally, taking into con- 

_ Sideration the previous 
discussion concerning the 
many ways Suicide statistics 
may get suppressed and the 
additional commentary Dr. 
Poussaint made regarding 
the way black suicide 
Statistics get ‘’fudged,’’ one 
can easily discern that black 
suicide might be ranked 
second behind the number 
one cause of death among 
blacks — homicide. 

The premise of most ex- 
perts in this field is that 
suicide occurs as a result of 
some personal loss. This loss 
may be actual, imagined, 
threatened or potential, but 
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to the person involved, it is 
very real. The loss theory is 
not the only reason why 
people decide to end their 
lives. It is, however, in 
many instances, the sig- 
nificant factor that 
precipitates the suicide. 

The ratio of attempted 


suicides is approximately - 


three females for every 
male, and the ratio of com- 
pleted suicides is three 


males for every female. The , 


reason black males commit 
suicide more frequently than 
females has had a great'deal 
to do with the methods they 
use. 

The most frequently used 


, Methods of suicide by black 


mates are shooting and 


_ hanging, whereas black 


women use more non-lethal 
methods, such as bar- 
bituates and sleeping pills. 
There are a multitude of 
speculations as. to why 
people choose the methods 
they do. 

” The writer prefers the 
rationale presented by Sam 
Blum.tnanarticte 
published in Playboy 
Magazine, he suggests that 
men in our society are more 
likely than women to own 
and be familiar with guns. 
This may account, in part, 
for the reasons why more 
men than women choose 
more lethal ‘methods for 
destroying themselves. In 
essence, the choice of 
methods is related to the 
American sociatization 
process. 

The suicide rates for 
blacks are higher in the 
North than in the South. The 
holiday months have the 
lowest number of suicides 
per day. April and May 
usually have the highest 
daily rate. 


in general, suicides are 

most likely to occur ona 
Friday or a Monday. 
However, recent research on 
the subject indicated that 
the majority of black suicide 
victims took their-tives-on 
Wednesday. It is difficult to 
implicate why Wednesday is 
the most popular day for 
black suicide. 

The authors of the ex- 
Ploratory studies that 
suggest this notion do not 
present rationales either. 
Thus, the above mentioned 
generalization is nothing 
more, at this point, than 
evidence that was ‘’teased 
out’ of the literature. 

The above statement 
should also be considered 


when one is reading the - 


generalization of the data 
concerning which months 
have the highest and lowest 
numbers of suicides per day. 
Suicides increase during 
periods of socio-economic 
depression. It is also 
generally higher among the 
lonely, the widowed and 
divorced. 

Until recently statistics in- 
dicated that there is an in- 
crease in black suicide 
nationally, and that young 
black males have been 
taking their lives with rising 
frequency; however, suicide 
occurring among the black 
population in general and 
black women in particular, 


has been practically ex- - 


cluded from the literature: 


When mentioned, most - 


references to this 
phenomenon fall in the same 
category as much of the 
literature on different 
aspects of ‘the black ex- 
perience written mostly by. 
white intellectuals. That is, 
it too often reflects a lack of 


- insight and understanding 


about the culture and 
lifestyles of the black 
population. 

“This unfamiliarity with 
black people and their 
culture often leads to con- 


Authorities maintain many suicides go 
unrecorded as numerous self-directed 
deaths are attributed to other causes.

‘clusions that are racially 
biased and narrow in per- 
spective. Such authors tend 
to apply already existing 
general theories of suicide in 
their explanations of this ex- 
traordinary occurrence 
among blacks. - 

In summary, the research 
on black self-destruction is 
sparse and speculative. 
Moreover, when the studies 
were done, samples were 
much too small to make any 


reliable or valid conclusions 
~ about suicide among blacks. 


Therefore, their findings 
must be-reviewed carefully 
and critically. ~ 

' At the present time, most 


. Social scientists of “liberal 


persuasion” have suggested 
that the increase in self- 
Aestruction among the black 
population is occurring 
among the ‘’Black 
Bourgeoisie.’’ This theory is 
based on the premise that -- 
suicide is or Was exclusively 
a-white, middle-class 
problem. Because most 
authors believed self- 
_ destruction to be a ‘‘middie 


“and upper-ctass 


perogative,’’ they espouse 
the belief that_as blacks 
become more middle-class, 
they internalize and absorb 
the conduct norms, goals, at- 
titudes and vatues of the 
racial majority — hence, 
their suicide rates increase 
accordingly. This sup- 
position, however, is.a-myth: 

lt-is-a fact that blacks 
committed suic in droves 
during the period of slavery 
in the United States. 
Moreover, the most recent ~ 
literature on the subject in- 


“ dicates an inverse relation- 


ship between black ‘suicide 
and social class, 
specifically, the increase in 
suicides is occurring among 
the lumpen-proleteriat. 

The second issue has to do 
with the research reported 
in the book by the 
psychoanalyst, Herbert Hen- - 
din, entitted “‘Btack 
Suicide.”’ Dr. Hendin studies 
twenty-five black subjects 
who attempted suicide. They 
were admitted to a New 
York City hospital. 

In the book, Dr. Hendin’ 
tries to explain why blacks 
are attempting and commit- 
ting suicide by focusing on 
the black male-femate 
relationship, the in- 


% 


stitutional racism to which 
this:oppressed minority is 
being subjected to, the black 
family and the ‘‘so-called’’ 
black .matriarchy. : 

Based on this miniscule 
sample, Dr. Hendin con- 
cludes that black males, 
more often than not, leave 
the females and their off- 
springs, thus causing the 
matriarchy. 

The mother begins to feel 
even more the economic and 
psychological pressures of 
raising her children. She has 

“already developed Sself- 
hatred because she is sup- 
posed to have been subjected 


to this same experience - 


during her childhood and 


adolescent years. Thus, she . 


already has suicidal im- 
pulses. 

The black mother then 
channets the rage and self- 
hate to her children thus 
continuing the negative self- 
image inthe next 
generation. Black mothérs 
are also angry at what 
people who operate in- 


stitutions that control their 


lives have done to them. 
Therefore, they may at- 
tempt and or commit 
suicide, and unfortunately, 
often succeed. 

tn black families where 
the-male and female do not 
separate, the children of 
these households are sup- 
posed to hate their parents 
as well as have acquired the 
wish to die. Their wish to die 
derived from rejection by 
their parents and from the 

- frustration and anger they 
have internalized from Being 
subjected to institutional 
racism. 

Hendin believes that all 
black people go through one 
of the two cycles. The first 
phenomenon discussed in 
the preceding paragraphs 
regarding Dr. Hendin’s 
generalizations about what 
causes people in black 
families to attempt or com- 
mit suicide are supposed to 
happen more often than the 
second. 

Several more pages could 
be written discussing Hen- 
din’s conclusion on why 
blacks are attempting to and 
or taking their lives. But. 
the purpose of this section of 
the paper will deal with only 
one generalization the 
psychoanalyst made — the 

. generalization that biack 


’ 


men in general abandon 
their women and children. 

Or. Hendin’s contention, 
that most black men aban- 
donfamifies, isa 
fabrication. Unfortunately, 
many people, inciuding 
many black people, believe 
the same thing.tIn those 
famities or relationships 
that for some reason the 
black male-female relation- 
ship is no longer a viable one 
(in the sense that the male 
finds that he and his mate 
can no longer get it on (for 
one reason or another), 
family sociologists suggest 
(and | strongly maintain) 
that there are black men 
who come into the single 
female’s household. and 
provide emotional and finan- 
cial support. 2 

| agree with Dr. Floyd 
Wriie, a critic of the book 
just discussed, that Dr. Hen- 
din does ‘’write the usual 
platitudinist clap-trap with 
smacks of Moynihanism, 
which depicts weakness of 
the black: family: as being a 
central if not the central fac- 
tor in black suicide.’’ 

Much of.the literature on 
black suicide abounds with 
comments on the high rates 
of suicide among young ur- 
ban black males. However, 
it has been reported that the 
suicide rate of black women 
has risen more than eighty 
percent (80%) in the past 
twenty years. It has also 
been reported that this in- 
creased rate has climbed far 
above that for white men, 
white women and black 


men. 

Dr. Floyd Wylie, a clinical 
psychologist, contends that 
there are several factors oc- 
curring on different levels 
which have stressful psychic 
effects on some black 
women. He believes that the 
real problems have to do 
with economic and political 
oppression on one level and 
with the belief in a myth at 
another level. 

‘‘It appears,’’ Wylie 
writes, ‘that blacks, and in 
this instance, black females, 
have bought another of 
America’s packaged myths 
... the myth that the black 
matriarchy is culpable in 


producing mental heatth 


problems... that single 
parent, so-called mother- 
dominated families are 
somehow pathological.’ 


Dr. Wylie implies that a 
belief in this myth may have 
subtle, detrimental effects 
on young black women who 
come from such homes. He 
also implies that the belief in 
this myth could very well be 
the significant factor in 
triggering a suicidal attempt 
among such black women. 

Not only is the notion of 
the single parent being 
pathological a myth, but 
also the highly publicized 
statement that the majority 
of black families are headed 
by women is a myth. For 
those conservative minds 
that believe a family is not 
stable unless a man is 
present, family sociologists 
have proven empirically 
that the majority of black 
families are headed by men 
and not by women! 

The literature on black 
Suicide indicates that 
culture is an important 
determinant in suicide. The 
culture of a given population 
influences the phenomenon 
of -suicide-and what method 
an individual might use. 

Dr. James P. Comer con- 
tends that black female 
suicide may be rising 
because institutions, par- 
ticularly the church on 


which women traditionally 


depended on once are 


eroding. 
He believes that the 


caring, protective system 
which black people once 
found in the church is now 
less available to blacks. Dr. 
Comer suggests that the 
decline of the black church 
has had a disastrous psychic 
effect, particularly on those 
women who once found ‘’a 
sense of belonging and im- 
portance’’ within that 
system. The cifyrch, he 
declares, ’‘had a built-in 
mechanism for black 
people.,’’ 

He also stated that when a 
person does not relate to an 
institution such as the 
church any longer, he or she 
is thrown out into a larger 
system, which, more often 
than not, is a ’’rejecting 
system.”’ 

Several black authors 
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suggest that such in- 
dividuals are left without an 
important micro-support 
system. Personal obser- 
vation indicates a decline in 
church attendance among 
young blacks. Perhaps the 
absence of this once-impor- 
tant institution as a micro- 
support system may con- 
tribute to some black 
people’s experiences in 
coping with stress. They 
might use suicide as one way 
of coping. 

Within the past few years, 
there has been growing in- 


terest in the study of black - 


suicide, However, research 
in this area is still limited. 


- Black scholars need to do 


mor earch on this sub- 
ject. r people interested 
in preserving life should 
seek information from black 
scholars and black people 
regarding those aspects of 
the black experience related 
to the phenomenon. 

individuals might also 
seek information from white 
peopie who demonstrate a 
sound and sensitive under- 
standing of black culture 
and lifestyles.

The Black Scout who rode with Custer 


By David M. Warren 
in 1866 George Armstrong 


Custer flatly refused an of- 


fer to become the comman- 
ding officer of the newly for- 
med all-black Ninth Cavairy 
Regiment. But in spite of 
this apparent dislike of 
blacks, one of Custer’s chief 
interpreters in his dealings 
with the plains Indians was 
a black man. 

Personally, Custer didn’t 


have anything against black 


people. 

His refusal to take com- 
mand-of the all-black Ninth 
Cavairy was based purely on 
professional reasons. Like 
scores of other white officers 
at that time, he felt that 
taking such a command 
would stand in the way of 
future promotions. 

A capable interpreter was 
a priceless asset to any 
cavalry commander who 
dealt with the Indians and 
General Custer was unstin- 
ting in his praise of this 
black language man. But 
unfortunately, in our history 
“books the name of this man 
does not even appear as a 
footnote. 

Romero, that was his 
given name. 

But General Custer called 
him Romeo. 

And the only reason that 


we know about Romeo is 


because General Custer was 
his own press agent and ina 
series of twenty articles 
which he wrote for Galaxy 
magazine, from January of 
1872 to October of 1874, 
Custer tells us about this 
black scout and interpreter 
who rode by his side. 

Since they first appeared 


in Galaxy magazine, back in. 


the 1870s, the Custer articles 
have appeared in book form 
on several different oc- 
casions. And it.is here, 
rather than in the pages of 
our regular history books, 


» that we come across the. 


black scout Romeo and his 
exploits with General Custer 
and the Seventh Cavairy. 
According to Custer, 
Romeo had *’features 
resembling somewhat those 
of the African, thick lips, 


depressed nose, and a. low 
forehead. ’’ 


And at another point in his : 


narrative, Custer mentions 
Romeo’s kinky hair. 

But nowhere in his story 
does Custer say that Romeo 
was an American black 
man. 

Instead, Custer claims 
that Romeo was.a mixed- 
breed Mexican with one of 
his parents being an indian. 
Custer also says that Romeo 
had spent most of his life 
living among the Indians 
which was where he had 
learned to speak the various 
indian tongues. And this 
raises a very interesting 
question. 

If Romeo was a Mexican 
who had spent most of his 
life living among the In- 
dians, where did he learn to 
speak English? 

This is an-intriguing 


question. 


And when one considers 


the fact that Romeo not only _. 


spoke English, but that he 
understood it wel! enough to 
serve as an interpreter, the 
question becomes even more 
intriguing. Because this vir- 
tually rukes out the 


possibility that Romeo lear- . 


ned his English by casual 
association. Most likely, he 
learned it by a long and in- 
timate association. 

Since it is highly possible 
that Romeo was the son of a 
runaway Slave father and an 
indian mother who simply 
passed himself off as a 
Mexican in-order not to 
jeopardize his chances of 
getting the interpreter’s job 
with the all-white Seventh 
Cavalry. 

The hiring practices of the 
cavalry commanders were 
tailor-made for deceptions of 
this kind. Since the 
background of the scouts 
and interpreters were har- 


- Gly ever checked out 


providing the applicants 
could speak the Indian 
language and knew. the lay 
of the land. In his. narrative, 
Custer himsetf notes this 
practice in the hiring of 


“scouts and interpreters. 


But in any case, Romeo 


more than proved that he . 


was the right man for the 
right job. 

And in commenting on 
Romeo’s worth to the 
Seventh Cavalry, Custer 


said of him, ‘‘He was in- 
valuable to us, both as a 
scout and as an inter- 
preter.’’ 

And it was Romeo who 
served as Custer’s inter- 
preter during the high point 
of Custer’s career as a 
plains Indian fighter. This 


occurred during the spring 


of 1869, following Custer’s 
murderous raid ona 
Sleeping Indian village on 
the. banks of the Washita 
River on Thanksgiving Day 
in 1868. 

But on this ‘occasion, 
Custer came to the Indians 
with an olive branch in his 
hand and instead of using 
bullets he resorted to the art 
of diplomacy. in dealing with 
them.

MLK Memorial — Dr. Martin Luther King’s widow, Coret- 
ta, pulled together the three day Atlanta observance which 
urged final passage of the full employment bill proposed by 
Rep. Gus Hawkins (D-Calif.) and Sen. Hubert Humphrey as a 
lasting tribute to King and Humphrey . . . The Black Summit 
leadership under National Urban League Director Vernon Jor- 
dan attended the sessions with President Carter expected to 
participate .. . The pushing and shoving among the leaders 
for the top spot before the media at the last White House 
meeting was absent in Atlanta.at the session hosted by the 
Rev. Joseph Lowery of the revived Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference ... But another big push was made for 
legislation to establish Dr. King’s January 15 birthday as a 
national holiday .. . . Lively Helen Tate and former King 
bodyguard Henry Sylva are leading the drive in Washington. 

CAPITAL REPORT — During the President’s recent trip 
to Europe, the Middle East and India, the entourage was in 
constant trouble from translation goofs and travel snafus-until 


_ they arrived in New Delhi where Carter invoked the names of 


Indian martyr Mahatma Ghandi and American martyr Mar- 
tin Luther King to bring the cheering masses to their feet in 
applause ... The President also brought tears to the eyes of 
solemn tndian legislators and lovely sari-clad matrons as he 
reminded them that ‘Dr. King helped save our country just as 
Mahatma Ghandi saved yours. . . ‘Unfortunately none of the 
black White House aides accompanied the President on his 
trip to help him get his message of “‘Democracy_and Human 
Rights” across to the European and Middle East heads of 
state... The U.S. chief executive has put off his visit to 
Nigeria and Africa until May or early summer . . . Mean- 
while, the President’s congressional aide, lovely Valorie Pin- 
son, was the only female with the 14-member Appropriations 
Committee which toured the Soviet Union, Yugoslavia, 
Austria and North Africa to inspect embassies and military 
bases.

girls without firing a single 
shot or paying the Indians a 
penny in ransom. 

Needless to say, the 
ticklish business of 
negotiating the release of 
the two girls would’ve been 
just about impossible for 
Custer without the aid of an 
able translator. 

That able transiator was 
the black scout, Romeo. 


And at no time, before or — 


after, did Custer succeed as 
well in his dealings with the 
Indians as hé did on this oc- 
casion. Not only did he suc- 
ceed in securing the release 
of the two captive girls, he 
also succeeded in talking the 
Cheyenne hostiles into 
making a peace pact and 
coming in to live on the 
government reservation. 

It was Custer’s finest hour 
and much of the credit for it 
was due to Romeo’s 
knowledge of the Cheyenne 
tongue which enabled him to 
keep Custer constantly infor- 
med about the Cheyenne in- 
tentions. And by contrast, it 
is interesting to note that 
Custer’s most humiliating 
experience at the hands of 
the Indians occurred one day 
while Romeo wasn’t around 
to translate things for him. 

On this particular day, 
Romeo had-picked himself a 
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balky horse and while he 
was at the back end of the 
column getting himself a dif- 
ferent horse, Custer encoun- 
tered a band of Cheyennes 
headed by a chief named 
Medicine Arrow. — 

immediatety, the 
Cheyenne chief invited 
Custer to his village for a lit- 
tle pow-wow. All of the other 
leading chiefs in the village 
were summoned to Chief 
Medicine Arrow’s teepee, 
and with Custer as the main 
attraction, a strange and 
solemn ceremony was 
begun. 


Although he graduated from 
West Point in 1862 ranking 
34th in a class of 34, in 1863 
at age 23 George Armstrong 
Custer became the youngest 
brigadier general in the 
Union Army and was given 
command of a brigade of 
Union Cavalry in the Civil 
War. Following the Civil 
War; General Custer made a 
name for himself as a noted 
indian fighter.

SCALLOPED POTATOES 
4 idaho potatoes : 
¥3 cup chopped onion 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
4¥2 teaspoons flour 
12 teaspoons salt 
Ve teaspoon pepper 
2 cups milk 


Pare potatoes and cut into Ye-inch crosswise slices: Place 
in a buttered 1/2-quart baking dish. In a medium saucepan 


melt butter; add onion and cook until tender. Remove from 


heat and blend in flour, salt and pepper. Stir in milk. Return 
to heat and-cook, stirring constantly, until mixture thickens 


Slightly and comes to a boil. Pour over potato slices. Bake, 


covered, in a 350 degree F. oven for 30 minutes. Uncover and 


bake 1 hour longer, or until potatoes are tender. 
Yield: 4 to 6 servings. 


POTATO HELPERS 


Peeling: It is best to boil potatoes in their skins — helps 
preserve the nutritive values. Once boiled, skins will slip off 
easily after a sharp, initial slice to puncture the skin. This 
saves time, also. If you must peel, use a vegetable parer to 


keep peelings as thin as possible. 


Boiling: Do so with the skin on, in a minimum amount of 
water, until just done to desired degree of softness. Pour off 
water, turn down flame, place vessel back on fire until the 


sizzle stops. Now peel, mash, etc. 


Stews: Never peel and cut potatoes to cook in with the 
stew, for the potatoes become tired, soggy and lose their 
Shape. Boil the potatoes separately, peel and add to the plate 


of stew. - 
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Baking: Insert an aluminum or.stainless steel ktehen nail 
into each potato before placing in oven. This will promote 
uniform baking throughout the tubers. Don’t ever attempt to 
bake a full-skin, mature potato without puncturing the skin — 


it may ‘‘explode.’’ 


Mashing: Hot milk is better than cold milk for adding to 
potatoes to be mashed. A teaspoon of baking powder added 
before mashing will make them light and creamy, especially 


if they are whipped briskly. 


Browning fried potatoes: Sprinkle the sliced potatoes to 

be fried with a pinch of flour to make them a golden brown. 
_ Salty Soup: Cut a raw potato in half and put in a small 
kettle of soup that is too salty. Boil for a short time until the 


over-saltiness disappears, then remove the potato. 
STORAGE 


@ Store in a cool, dry, dark place that’s well ventilated. 


e At ideal temperatures (45 to 50 degrees), potatoes will 


keep well for several weeks. 


e At room temperature, potatoes will keep well for one 
week. Temperatures over 50 degrees encourage sprouting and 
shriveling. Sprouting potatoes can still be used but there is 
some. waste; break off or cut out sprouts; it may be desirable 


to peel before cooking. 


® Avoid prolonged exposure of potatoes to light, which 
causes them to turn green. This greening produces a bitter

flavor. If greening occurs, the area affected should be pared ~ 


off before the potato is used. 


© Potatoes should not be refrigerated. At temperatures 
below 40 degrees, potatoes develop a sweet taste, a result of 
some of the potato’s starch turning to sugar. This increase in 
sugar also causes the potato to darken when cooked.
